One of the “necessary evils” in producing 
a story cycle like Life and Death is bringing 
in a new artist every so many issues in 
order to meet the production schedule. 
So, even while Brian Thies was working 
on Predator: Life and Death #2, Andrea 
Mutti was beginning to draw the issue you 
hold in your hands, and writer Dan Abnett 
was preparing to write the Aliens chapter. 

This kind of overlap leads to some 
interesting opportunities—such as when 
Dan realized that a nameless marine 
who was part of Sgt. Roth's team from 
the Predator chapter was required to step 
up and take on a speaking role (Wearing) 
in the Prometheus segment. As Andrea 
was the one who would have to draw this 
character first, it fell to him to design 
Wearing—supplying Brian with this basic 
drawing (along with drawings of the 
character from completed pages) so that 
Brian could draw her earlier appearances. 
That's teamwork. 
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This issue we hark back to 
the layout of August 1993's 
Dark Horse Presents #77— 
designed by Cary Grazzini, 
who has been associated 
with Dark Horse almost as 
long as cover artist Dave 
Dorman. Dave has painted 
covers for Aliens, Predator, 
AVP, and now Prometheus 1 .
